The Literary Digest has taken another straw 
vote. This time it isn’t on "Roosevelt or Prohi- 
bition. It’s to find out what people like and 


what they dislike in radio entertainments. 

Over 124,000 likes and 81,000 dislikes of 
20,000 voters were expressed. They may not be 
typical of the whole body of 
radio listeners, but represent- 
ing the cultural standard of 
Literary Digest readers, they 
should be a guide to radio 
advertisers and impresarios 
anxious to know what pro- 
fessional and middle class 
people desire and loathe on 
radio programs. 

Take the dislikes first, as 
they're usually more positive 
than likes. By 10,876 to 518 
as their bitterest dis- 
came next. The vote was more 
emphatic, for while 9686 people announced 
that they dislike crooners, only 64 announced 
a liking. Comedians who are not funny, cheap 
wistcrackers and smart aleck comedians who 
laugh at their own jokes had 5010 votes cast 
against them and not a single vote for them.

A Day in Canadian History 
THE CANADIAN MARTYRS 


On this date, in 1649, Father 
Jean de Brebeuf was murdered at 
the Huron Mission and the follow- 
ing day his companion Gabriel 
Lelamant, suffered a similar fate. 
The story of how their bodies 
were recovered and taken to Que- 
bec as holy relics is told in 
Christophe Regnault’s “Veritable 
Account” in the Jesuit Relations 
in very simple language: 

“T am about to describe to you 
truly what I saw of the marty: 
drom and of the blessed deaths of 
Father Jean de Brebeuf aud of 
Father Gabriel Lelamant. On the 
next morning, when we had as- 
surance of the departure of the 
enemy, we went to the spot to 
seek for the remains of their bo- 
dies, to the place where their lives 
had been taken. We found them 


both, but a little apart from cach 
other. They were brought to our 
cabin and laid uncovered upon 


the bark of trees where I examin- 
ed them at leisure for more than 
two hours to sete if what the 
savages had told us of their 
martyrdrom and death were true 
I examined first the body of 
Father de Brebeuf which was 
pitiful to see, as well as that of 
Father Lelamant, Father de Bre- 
beut had his legs; thighs and arms 
stripped of flesh to the very bone; 
I saw and touched a large number 
of great blisters which he had on 
everal places on his body from 
the boiling water which these 
barbarians had poured over him 
in mockery to holy baptism. I

HINDERED BY

Suffering From Tubercu< 
losis, Receives Delayed 


Treatment 


A glaring example of how gov- 
ernment rules and regulations often 
work pain and hardship was 
brought to the attention of civig 
authorities after Jabez McLean, 21, 
of the Stony Plain district was ads 
mitted to an Edmonton hospital 
Thursday for the treatment of tu- 
berculosis. 

The youth, who has been living 
with a brother on a farm 12 miles 
south of Stony Plain and whose 
parents reside in New Brunswick, 
states that he went to a physician at 
Stony Plain shortly after Christmas 
for a medical examination. He visit- 
ed the doctor again sometime later 
and was informed he was suffering 
from a heart condition, 


RED TAPE 

Then the red tape came into the 
picture. Adyised to visit the pro- 
vincial clinic here, he came and 
was told he would have to get an 
order from the Inga municipality, 


in which he resided, before he 
could receive an X-ray examina- 
tion. Inga officials told him he 


would have to get a letter from the 
Stony Plain doctor, 

Armed with this letter, he was 
given the X-ray examination, the 
ailment diagnosed as tuberculosis 
and he was ordered to hospital. 

The hospital refused to admit 
him without an order from the 
municipality. So he went back to 
his district, where authorities told 
him he had not resided there long 
enough to be eligible for assistance.

BRASS HAT MASS 


| Build Up Air Force For 


Defence, Create Econo- 
my by Retiring Plethora 
of “Red Tab” Officers in 


Army, Advice Given.

OTTAWA, Ont., March 16.—Can- 
adian Trans-Continental air ser- 
vices, connecting at first by ship to 
shore service with trans-Atlantic 
liners and Jater with trans-Atlantic 
air liners from the United Kingdom 


was forecast in the Commons last 
night by Hon. D. M. Sutherland, 
minister of national defence. 


The long line of airports and 
safety landing fields across Canada 
is well on to completion, including 
the most difficult section, that 
across northern Ontario, Up 
round the rough country north of 
the Great Lakes, landing fields are 
being placed 25 miles apart for 
safety’s sake, but the planes will 
make 400, and 500 mile hops. The 
route through the Rockies was well 
under way. 


Hon. J. L. Ralston, former min- 
ister of national defence, Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie (Lib, Vancouver Cen- 
tre) and Humphrey Mitchell (Lab., 
Hamilton East) praised the minis- 
ter for his airports but urged him 
to build up the Royal Canadian Air 
Force as Canada’s first line of de- 
fence in case of trouble, 


MILITIA TOP-HEAVY 


Admitting the need for economy, 
they claimed there were too many 
brass hats in the militia department 
and suggested the minister retire 
some of them and take back into 
the service the 100 ait force officers 
and men dismissed two years ago. 

Humphrey Mitchell (Labor, Ham- 
ilton) quoted from a magazine arti- 
cle by Thofmas Wayling that there 
were now permanently employed in 
Canada three major - generals, 
eleven brigadiers, twelve full col- 
onels, thirty-two  lieutetiant-col- 
onels, sixty-nine majors and sev- 
enty-four lieutenants.

“This looks like a form 
of unemployment insurance for 
army officers who might well be 
retired. I think the minister is 
quite right in saying this thing 
should be looked into. This after- 
noon the minister told me there 
were 7,021 officers in the non-per- 
manent forces and 45.504 men. In 
the permanent forces there were 
418 offices to 3.114 men. In 1916 
there were 4,452 officers to 104,251 
other ranks. I cannot understand 
why there should be so many offi- 
cers in Canada when there is a 
world wide ery for disarmament. 
We have more officers now than we 
had in 1913 The department should 
endeavor to make a saving and 
apply it to building up the air force, 
Twenty-five years from now people 
who have fo travel long distances 
will do so by air.” 

Col. Sutherland had given the 
house a comprehensive review of 
the building of the airports across 
Canada. Captain Mackenzie prais- 
ed him for this but urged him to 
take back the wonderfully experi- 
enced air force officers dismissed 
two years ago. 


MILITIA OVERSTAFFED 


‘I think we have far too many 
staff offifcers,” said Capt. Macken- 
zie. “We have far too many senior 
officers and some of them could 
well be dispensed with. If it is 
necessary to carry out a real de- 
fence policy for Canada in the 
future, 1 think the air force will 
play a most important part in the 
policy.” 

“I do not know when I regretted 
anything as much as having to let 
those particular men out,” said Col- 
onel Sutherland, “But when you 
cannot get money there is nothing 
else to do. J realize the importance 
of what the Hon. members have said
